The 
rame delegates were present as before, 
with the exception of International 
Vice-President Lewis and Internation- 
t! Board Member Burke, who are at- 
tending a convention of the Interna- 
tional Board of Indianapolis. 

The first question discussed was 
whether the delegates had obtained 
suthority to sign a contract the ab- 
rence of which had caused the pre- 
vious adjournment. It was found that 
with the exception of two, all had ob- 
{ained such, and the delegates seid 
the minority would have to be ruled 
hy the majority. Another discussion 
followed, and the meeting was again 
about to adjourn, when President rose 
for the miners and said the district 
board would accept the full responsi- 
tility of seeing that the minority 
worked under the agreement, if one 

_were reached, whether they liked it «r 
not, the operators consented to 0 
ahend on this guarantee, and then 


submitted their proposition to the. 


miners and conference adjourned. 
Secret Meetings. 

This evening both parties held sa- 
chet meetings, the miners to discuss 
the operators’ proposition, and the 
cperators to form plans for a cam- 
puign. No report of the operators’ 
plans could be obtained, but it was 
icarned that the delegates from the 
miners discussed the action of the 
operators re authority to sign, and 
thought it unfair and only a ruse to 
gain time. 

They also brought up the question 
of traitors giving the operators and 
the press the result of the meetings. 
‘Shey realize that they will have to 0 
8 ow in the convention, and if possible 
obtain tue final proposition of the 
operators, and then adjourn. ‘They 
look upon the operators with suspi- 
cion, and will tell them to-morrow 
that they will give an answer when 
they get the full proposition, ‘but not 
letore. © 

They will also say that they have 
read over the proposition, but have 
rot discussed it. This is in order to 
gain time to get into communication 
with Indianapolis, and get the mem- 
Lers of the International Board here.

DISPOSAL OF GARBAGE. 


Edmonton is to have an incinera- 
tor to dispose of its garbage—some- 
time. We have all heard something 
of it, and anyone who has had -vhe 
curiosity to look about Edmonton’s 
streets and yards en passant must be 
keenly interested in the matter. 

For the city growing by leaps and 
bounds has vital need of some guch 
system. News comes from Calgary 
that the incinerator there is now 
working full time and doing its work 
well, too. Yesterday, there were 
twenty-seven loads of all sorte cf 
refuse destroyed. There are two 
shifts maintained at the incinerator, 
and it is expected that a great sav- 
ing will result in disposing of the 
city garbage in this manner. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to note that in Milwaukee the me- 
thod of garbage disposal is about to 
be revolutionized. Dr. W. A. Boyd, 
of Rockford, Ill., makes that city a 
practical proposition of manufactur- 
ing denatured alcohol from the gar- 
bage. 

Milwaukee now pays $1.80 a ton 
for burning its garbage at a munici- 
pal plant and Dr. Boyd has offered 
to do the work at 70 cents a ton and 
at the end of ten years give the city 
his plant, 

He says that the cost of operating 
nearly every plant in the country can 
be materially reduced if the plants 
will take up the manufacture of al- 
cohol. The Common Council of Mil- 
waukee has now started in to collect 
information and has written to Boa- 
ton, New York, Philadelphia, Indian- 
apolis, and Pittsburg to find out 
what it costa plants to operate there 
and under what system the garbage 
is reduced, Upon the information 
received will depend to a large ox- 
tent what the council will do. 

Milwaukee geta no return in the 
way of by-products from burning ite 
garbage. Dr. Boyd says he will get 
grease, fertilizer and alcohol from 
the waste. Alcohol would be the 
most important of the by-products, 
and as the past year opened up wide 
possibilities for denatured alcohol 
Dr, Boyd's proposouon is an import- 
ant one,

PROCLAMATION. 


To the Ratepsyers and Residents of the 
City of Edmonton. 


Owing to the severity of the winter 
and the heavy fall of snow, garbage and 
refuse of all kinds has been allowed to 
accumulate throughout the City, With 
the breaking up of the winter and setting 
in of warm weather, it is feared that 
many portions of the City will be in an 
extremely unsanitary condition. The 
most vigorous efforts are being put forth 
to thoroughly clean the City, but owing 
to weather conditions it is feared that the 
undertaking cannot be successfully com- 
pleted before spring. 

While the requirements of the Sanitary 
Bylaws are explicit, it is felt that only by 
the hearty co-operation of the citizens 
can the situation be fully met and dealt 
with, To that end I desire to call your 
attention to the following matters, and to 
express the hope that-each and every 
resident of the City will feel it his person- 
al responsibility to comply with all the 
regulations and requests hereinafter 
contained, 

I would urge that each householder 
should clean up his own premises. 

Ashes should be deposited in the rear 
of all premises. 

Vegetable matter, garbage and house 
swaste should be placed in covéred con- 
taimers, said containers to be placed in 
the rear of premises and easily accessable 
to the scavengers. 

‘Tin cans, broken glassware, crockery, 
etce,, should be placed in boxes or other 
convenient receptacles, 

This is particularly applicable to board- 
ing houses, restaurants: and hotels, and 
every facility should be afforded the 
acavengers. 
In houses where there are waterworks 
connections, but no sewer connections, 
no more water should be used than can 
be conveniently disposed of. 

Dirty water and slops should be scat- 
tered over ash-heaps, and not thrown 
indiscriminately about back yards. 

I would urge the citizens to assist the 
officials of the sanitary department by 
using the blank complaint forms, which 


will be supplied upon application to the

Under ordinary conditions this 
summarises the problem of settling 
the west. But there are exceptions tu 
these ordinary conditions which de- 


when irrigated and upon which in 
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that the irrigation would be an in- 
expensive udertaking. 

In the contract then given the Rob- 
bins Irrigation Company the privil- 
ege of purchasing the land is contin- 
gent upon the construction of the ir- 
tigation works; having constructed 
the works and bought the land the 
company are at liberty to sell the land 
in competition with free homestead 
land, and also wit hother land which 
may be offered for sale; the land 
remaining unsold at the end of fif- 
teen years reverts to the Crown; and 
the rate which the company may 
charge the farmer on the land for 
water from the irrigation works is fix- 
ed by the Minister of the Interior. 
By this arrangement, the company 
can get its money out of the enter- 
prise only by completing the irriga- 
tion works, and then only by selling 
the land in the market in competition 
with other land. 

A more reasonable and certain me- 
thod of rendering an agriculturally 
useless area available for the settler 
at a fair price could not be devised, 
except by placing the Dominion un- 
der the direct responsibility for -he 
outlay and the work of irrigation— 
a policy which neither the Govern- 
ment nor their opponents have hither-
